Eligibility for state funds 

Once the updated plan is com- 
pleted and approved by the state 
Division of Conservation 
Services, the town will be given 
five years of eligibility to receive 
state "self help" grants towards 
the purchase of open space land. 

The town has been unable to 
apply for "self help" grants since 
1992, when the five years of eligi- 
bility from the town's 1987 open 
space plan expired: And the town 
had been unable to afford to pur- 
chase-open space, because of ris- 
ing property values.

Make your decision 
an educated one

After Wednesday’s public meeting between the Tewksbury Con- 
servation Commission and Tambone Corp./California Products, I 
struck up a lengthy conversation with a married couple. 

The couple had recently moved to Tewksbury, near California 
Product’s proposed location, and were concerned with the effects the 
company could have on their family’s health. 

In the wake of the Conservation Commission decision,not to 
reopen a public hearing on the matter, the couple wanted to know 
where they could turn for answers. They wondered if the conclusion 
of the Conservation Commission meeting was the conclusion of their 
chance to be heard on the matter. 

“Was that it?” they asked. 

No, that wasn’t it. I told the residents they could talk with 
Selectman Charles Coppolla, or Rep. Jim Miceli, both staunch 
opponents of the project. 

In addition, California Prouducts still has afew hurdles to clear, 
despite being spared two major hurdles (see stories, pages 1 and 6). 

Frustrated that the Conservation Commission had not allowed the 
audience to speak, the couple said residents had come armed with 
loads of evidence against California Products. 

They noted a neighbor of theirs had a “foot high stack” of papers, 

ing that California Products were liars. 

However, I saw the same situation occur in Wilmington, when 
residents there came out in opposition of the project. 

In many cases, these so-called experts were less likely to be well- 
versed experts in the field of paint and manufacturing operations; 
and more likely to be vehement opponents of a paint company who 
presented any evidence they could to drive them away. 

Before residents come to a decision on California Products 

residents should consider the following: 
, First, they should determine if the company poses a threat to 
them, and not to rely on knee-jerk opinions, anonymous information 
or other so-called “evidence.” (Remember, internet does not equal 
infallible). 

If they do find it to be a threat, they should contact their local 
politicians, and state officials, to see what legal measures, if any, 
can be taken to block the companies entry into town. 

Finally, if the company does move into town, residents will have 
to figure out a way to live together with the company. 

A wise man told me to never buy into “doctrine,” the slanted set 
of beliefs given out by one side of an issue. 

Support of or opposition of a company can become as much 
“doctrine” as being a Democrat or a Republican, a Budweiser or a 
Miller drinker. 


‘You should not go along with one side without looking at the truth 
of the other side first.

WILMINGTON- The Senior Cen- 
ter has recently received several 
calls voicing concerns regarding a 
mailing asking for money to help 
support the future of our Social 
Security system. This is very mis- 
leading and a scam. The Senior 
Center has received further notice 
from the Social Security Adminis- 
tration that indeed this is a scam 
and to be aware. Thomas M. Abbott 
writes - Don’t be victimized by mis- 
leading advertisers who toss around 
the terms “Social Security” or 
“Medicare” to pique your interest. I 
warn people that often these com- 
panies offer Social Services for a 
fee. You should be aware that ser- 
vices from Social Security are gen- 
erally provided free of charge. 

Services that are often targeted 
in these ads include obtaining one 


*a Personal and Ben- 
efit Estimate Statement; and 

*a Social Security number for a 
child or new born. 

Inaddition, other marketers prey 
upon the public’s fears by suggest- 
ing that Social Security or Medi- 
careis in dire financial shape. They 
may request a contribution or mem- 
bership fee to help “protect your 
benefits.” 

These marketing practices 
clearly are misleading and deceiv- 
ing. They prey bn people’s igno- 
rance of the Social Security pro- 
gram and the concerns they have 
about the future. They cannot pro- 
vide better information than you 
can get free, or more safeguards 
than now exist or being developed 
in . Moreover, they vio- 
late the law when they give the 
impression they are part of the 
government or the Social Security 
Administration.

a container and transported off- 
site. Drums with waste were con- 
solidated, covered, and fenced in 
to prevent exposures, 

The DEP has installed nine 
monitoring wells to determine 
the extent of the groundwater 
contamination in the area of the 
waste disposal. They have taken 
a total of 13 samples from the 
excavation areas for laboratory 
analysis, including soils. and other 
waste material from th® excava- 


deg to the chemical anal- 
ysis report, concentrations of me- 
lene chloride, _ benzene, 
Meiroctene chlorobenzene, 
apd toluene, among others were 
found. In addition, arsenic, 
chromium, lead, and _ several 
ither metals were detected above 
The DEP is in the 
Process” of further evaluating 
their information and developing 
4 plan for additional investigation 
of the area. 

“(The DEP] hasn’t told us spe- 
cifically what [direction] they 
will take next. They've asked 
about additional wells in the 
vicinity of Arlene. They will 
probably do tests to see if the 
[contamination] is migrating that 
far,” said Greg Erickson, Direc- 
tor, Board of Health. He indicat- 
ed that the DEP will continue to 
forward information and the 
Board will report it when it's 
received. 

Nineteen homes in the Kelly Hill 
area will have the opportunity to 
have the water in their wells test- 
ed by the DEP free of charge. 
The contaminant perchloroethyl- 
ene, a degreasing solvent, was 
identified in some of the drinking 
water wells located in the area. 


The DEP’s goal is to find the 
source of the contamination prob- 
lem and correct it. 

Several private wells in the vi- 
cinity of the Olin Corporation will 
have the opportunity to have their 
water tested free of charge. Olin 
is offering to analyze the samples 
by an independent laboratory and 
submit the report back to the 
well’s owner. 

The DEP has determined that 
Car Mart was now in compliance 
with their specific regulations. 
“(The compliance issue] is only 
with that inspection, not with the 
odors,” Erickson said. He said 
the inspection by the DEP was for 
a broadband multimedia type in- 
spection. He said that the floor 
drains have been cemented in and 
cannot be reopened. A tank in 
question is being tested for leak- 
age and will also be cemented if 
it’s a problem. “(They] drilled 
test holes to check for leakage. If 
contamination [is found], they 
will completely fill the tank with 
concrete. All they really have to 
do is cap it, but they will do the 
concrete,” Erickson said. 

“Our [requirements] have yet 
[to be] satisfied,” Dr. James 
Ficociello, Chairman, Board of 
Health said. “Our position is no 
odor.” Erickson said that the 
odors have not been as prominent 
lately as they have in the past, 
but there is still some odor. “[The 
odor] is still transient and persis- 
tent. [We] still need to take steps 
for compliance,” —Ficociello 
added. 

The Board will hold a meeting to 
discuss all aspects of fluoridation 
in the water on their second meet- 
ing in September. The time and 
location will be announced in the 
papers.

The open space and recreation 
plan's overall goals will be to pre- 


serve the towns open’space, im-. 


prove access to these open 
spaces, educate and promote the 
town on the it's open space, and 
acquire more open space lands. 
Of these goals, Keeley considers 
educating the town on the open 
space resources, particularly the 
town forest, to be the most impor- 
tant. 

"I think there is an agreement 
that there is a lack of apprecia- 
tion and acknowledgment that 
there is a town forest,” Keeley 
said. "A big part of the plan is to 
get people to know about it." - 
Other members of the commit- 
tee agreed, saying that the forest 
is "the town's best kept secret." 
The plan will also focus heavily 
on Silver Lake, although it is ex- 
pected to pay less attention to 
promoting the lake, as it is to pre- 
access to the lakes shores and wa- 
ter. 

Access would be improved if the 
town were to purchase more 
shoreline property, and a trail 
system going around the lake has 
been discussed. 


‘ Ideas to promote open space in 
other areas of town were raised, 
and one suggestion made by a 
committee member was to have 
"overlay zoning," where one par- 
cel of land is governed under two 
separate building zones. An 
example of overlay zoning is the 
town historical district, which is 
overlaid over residential zoning. 
Keeley cautioned the committee 
that residents may not be recep- 
tive to an overlay zone which pro- 
moted open space preservagion, 
because of it's restrictiveness. He 
noted that in Lexington, an over- 
lay zone in their downtown pro- 
hibits home owners from painting 
their houses any color besides 
white. 

The committee member said an 
open space overlay zone need not 
be as specific as mandating the 
color of houses, but could some- 
how restrict new construction so 
that in appearance it would have 
a character matching it's district. 
The issue will be looked into, 
and a report will be made to the 
‘committee.

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Planning Board to decide 


When a driveway | 


By KATE BOLAND 

WILMINGTON-Membersof the 
Planning Board considered the 
problems of emergency access to 
hammerhead lots and the related 
issue of shared access. The board 
met Tuesday night to discuss, 
among other things, Form A ap- 
proval of three hammerhead lots 
on Mill Road. 

Ronald King, the applicant, has 
received the special permit he 
needs, but must satisfy the various 
town officials’ concerns as to emer- 
gency vehicle access, frontage, 
drainage, and related issues. The 
current plan calls fora single paved 
access, which King widened to 12 
feet at Wilmington Fire Chief Dan 
Stewart’s request. The Fire Chief 
will give his approval based on the 
addition of a new fire hydrant lo- 
cated at the driveway to Lot 3. 

Lynn Duncan, Director of Plan- 
ning and Conservation, was most 
concerned that the plan did not 
show individual driveways for each 
lot. She is wary of approving a 
common driveway for two major 
reasons. First, there is no safety 
issue involved, as there might be on 
a heavily traveled road. Second, 
citing severe abuses in the past, 
Duncan fears opening a Pandora’s 
Box 

There is a cost factor in paving 
additional driveways, and the cur- 
rent planhas the most direct access 
to the lots, which is a convenience. 


The board voted to recommend 
to the Board of Appeals approval of 
Form A, on the condition that there 
be no common driveway. 

The board then opened a public 
hearing on two Special Permits 
being applied for by Linn Anderson 
of LA Associates, Middlesex Ave., 
Wilmington. Anderson plans to 
build two single family dwellings, 
one at the corner of Maple Road 
and Main Street, the other at the 
corner of Fairfield Road and Main 
Street. She enumerated the condi- 
tions which must be met. Both lots 
have the required frontage and 
square footage, have town water 
and sewer, no detrimental drain- 
age, and are located on either ap- 
proved ways (Fairfield Rd.) or an 
unapproved way with adequate 
right-of-way (Maple Road). 

Board member Rick Green 
raised a concern about Maple Road, 
since the driveway will be located 
there, although the front of the 
proposed house faces Main Street. 
He wantstoensure that Maple Road 
has adequate width and grading to 
accommodate the new driveway., 

An abutter to the Fairfield Road 
property was present to represent 
his interests in the matter of en- 
croachments on that property. Six 
feet of Rick Spark’s driveway on 
Main Street is actually located on 
the lot Anderson intends to develop. 
Of larger concern, however, is a 
dirt road which crosses the lot and

Bay State baseball team 
falls to Reading 


Wilmington’s quest for a third 
medal in the 1999 Bay State Base- 
ball Tournament of Champions was 
thwarted by arch rival Reading 
and the weather Saturday night in 
the B Division semifinal game in 
Burlington. 

Atorrential downpour ended the 
game with Wilmington at bat in the 
bottom of the fifth and Reading 
ahead 7-0. Reading took a 3-2 edge 
against Wilmington in the tourney, 
but these top rated clubs may meet 
yet again this week during the Bay 
State championship round of play.

Sean Murphy 
singled twice and Tom Miele once 
for the only Wilmington hits. Onthe 
mound, Murphy and Steve Peterson 
kept the score close through four 
innings.

The loss spoiled Wilmington’s 
first place finish in the third round.

Wilmington opened the third 
round with a pair of hard fought 
wins over Lynnfield. In the first 
game, Wilmington built a 5-1 lead 
but Lynnfield tied the game in the 
top of the fifth.

Whitewater 
rafting trip 
certainly 
worthwhile

Chip Bruce had always talked to 
me about going on one of his 
whitewater rafting trips and doing 
a column on it. I always said I 
would go, but I was also holding 
back because I never thought I had 
the stomach for it. So when my best 
friend John asked me to go several 
weeks ago, I said yes, not knowing 
why. After.finally doing it for the 
first time I know realize why I said 
yeah: because it’s an incredible 
experience. 

On Friday, seven of us left from 
Wakefield and voyaged to Maine to 
raft down the Kennebec River. We 
left at 5 p.m. and didn’t arrive there 
until 12:30 a.m. thanks to many 
stops on the way, and terrible traf- 
fic because of an awful accident 
that saw a gentleman die. We 
arrived to set up our tent that slept 
all of us, only to do it in the 
downpouring rain meaning by the 
time we tried to sleep we were so 
moist that we couldn’t sleep. That, 
sleep, I couldn’t do. Already hav- 
ing a very nervous stomach about 
hitting those huge rapids and down- 
falls while being in a raft, sleeping 
ina tent in the middle of nowhere in 
Maine, on Friday the 13th, just a 
week after watching the movie “The 
Blair Witch Project” was not a way 
I wanted to spend a summer week- 
end. 

Of course I couldn’tsleep all that 
night, tossing and turning hoping 
that Jason didn’t come and get me, 
we all awoke Saturday morning to 
the Sun beating down on us, mean- 
ing it was time to raft. After sign- 
ing in and getting the proper equip- 
ment and listening to a funny safety 
tip lesson, we all went on a bus and 
voyaged for about an half an hour 
to the top of the river. There we 
walked down to the river with our 
guide, Andrea, and we listened to a 
few more tips from her before we 
carried the raft into the water. 

Nowat that point, Iwas ready to 
heave my french toast that I had 
just a few hours earlier. I really 
thought I was crazy as I second 
guessed myself for making the trip. 
I have a very weak stomach and 
don’t like any kind of motion, so 
being the weakling that I am, I took 
one of those dramamine pills and 
hoped for the best at that point. 


Meanwhile, all we heard from 
the workers of the New England 
Outdoor Center was that the waves 
were going to be the biggest they 
had seen in a long time, and the 
water current was at 6,000 meaning 
it was the fastest water movement 
they had seen ever. Great! Since 
T’'m not that great of a swimmer I 
was thinking I was going overboard 
every two seconds only to drown 
and never write one of these col- 
umns again. 

So we lofted into the raft, and I 
took the third spot from the front on 
the right side. And we were off. 
Paddling away for just a few sec- 
onds trying to get a handle on how 
this whole raft thing works, I found 
myself seeing this gigantic wave 
from the rapids coming near us and 
I knew then there was no turning 
back. Those came and we con- 
quered them sailing through the 
air, staying on the raft as on the 
water buried us on the raft. Wow, 
that was awesome. 

Then came Magical Falls. Big 
rapid after another for several long 
minutes including a good ten foot 
drop off and again hitting those 
rapids as fast as we were going, all 
‘laughing and yelling for more, we 
couldn’t have made any more fun-’* 
nier faces than we did (it was all 
caught on film). We would then hit 


another solid group of rapids be- 
fore it slowed for a while. Then 
Andrea got us a kayak, and a few of 
my friends did that, while a few of 
us others took a swim down the 
river with our lifeguards on as we 
floated down. The water was beau- 
tiful. 

Normally we were told that it 
would take a little less than five 
hours to get down the river, but 
since the water was flowing so fast, 
we started at 10:30 or so and fin- 
ished around 1. And yes, I didn’t 
fall out of the raft at all. 

Then it was time to shower, eat 
and laugh at each other as we saw 
the video and the slides of our- 
selves. We got back to the campsite 
around 4:30 only to build a fire and 
have a few more laughs as we all 
started to become pretty sore from 
sitting and paddling all day. But it 
was all worth it. I can’t wait to do 
it again.

ere are not very many 
people in the world that 
can realize a dream job 
they have visualized since junior 
high school. 

Burlington resident and 
Reading native Sara Ann Taylor 
is one of those people. To add to 
the enjoyment her job is on a 
high profile project that is still 
making news today as the 
Chandra X-ray Observatory 
orbits the Earth and starts its 
studies on the origin of the 
celestial bodies. 

“I have always been a math 
person,” Taylor said. “I always 
knew I'd do some kind of sci- 
ence even (while a student) at 
Parker when it was still a junior 
high school.” 

Incidentally, that was not that 
long ago.

The project in lay terms had 
a working title of AXAF 
(Advanced X-ray Astrophysics 
Facility) and was later changed 
to Chandra after the late Nobel 
winning scientist, Subrahman- 
yan Chandressekar, better 
known to the world as Chandra 
(moon or luminous in Sanskrit). 
Chandra pioneered the studies

determine the age of celestial 
bodies, such as planets sun and 
moons that make up the uni- 
verse. 

For the past year, Taylor has 
been analyzing all of the ground 
data that has been collected by 
the Cambridge based Harvard 
Smithsonian Center for Astro- 
physics and her colleagues at 
MIT. 
Of her move to MIT, Taylor 
said, “I thought it would be a 
good thing tq do and MIT is cer- 
tainly a great place to work.” 

Since the launch of the 
Chandra observatory Taylor 
notes that her job has become a 
lot more “exciting.” 

“It is a pretty powerful obser- 
vatory and it will give us a lot 
more insight than we have ever 
had befcre,” she said. 

In fact, according to informa- 
tion from the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
(NASA) Chandra is the third of 
NASA's Great Observatories. It 
follows the Compton Gamma 
Ray Observatory and the Hub- 
ble Space Telescope. 

NASA’s Marshall Space 
Flight Center in Huntsville, 
Alabama notes: 

The Chandra X-Ray Obser- 
vatory, with its Inertial Upper 
Stage and support equipment, is

The Chandra X-Ray Obser- 
vatory’s operating orbit will 
take it 200-times higher than the 
Hubble Space Telescope. During 
each orbit of the Earth, 
Chandra will travel one third of 
the way to the moon. 

The Harvard-Smithsonian 
Center notes, “...it will begin an 
exploration of the hot turbulent 
regions in space with images 25 
times sharper than previous x- 
ray pictures.” 

As Taylor explains it, the 
AXAF CCD (charge coupling 
devices) Imaging Spectrometer 
(ACIS) has 10 different CCD’s 
with each device generating a 
pixel array. 

It is these arrays that cause 
an image allowing examination 
of a galactic source. 

To all of this, grates are 
added that separate the x-rays 
by wave length thus allowing for 
more information. 

It is Taylor’s job to concen- 
trate on the ACIS instruments 
and collect and analyze the data 
they transmit. 

Although Taylor has worked 
with satellites before, this is the 
first time she has worked on a 
project through its launch

“The state is planning on 
evaluating its public school dis- 
tricts based on a number of cri- 


state Board of 
Education, in keeping with 
Education Reform, has decided 
that all public schools across the 
state should be evaluated and 
rated. : 

“The four criteria, or school 
performance standards, that 
these ratings will be based on 
tentatively include student 
attendance, dropout rate, and 
scores on both the Iowa reading 
tests and the MCAS tests, both 
standardized tests. 

“North Reading’s public 
schools should receive extreme- 
ly high grades if these specific 
criteria are adopted. 

“The state ideally wants 
school districts to average a 94 
percent attendance rate, accord- 
ing to Troughton, as learning 
can only take place if students 
are consistently in class.
